PURPOSE 

Another Language was founded in order to fulfill a gap in the performing arts community here in Salt Lake 
City. The gap exists in two particular areas. 

The first problem exists in the fact that there is ho medium-sized all-purpose performance space for those 
artists who require facilities larger than the small bistros and smaller than large theaters. Another 
Language wishes to found a permanent performance space which will serve many functions in the Salt 
Lake community. 

The space will serve as a home for the company as well as a forum for other artists to show there work 
and collaborate with others on larger projects. It will also serve the community as an educational 
institution in which classes, workshops and lectures in many different art disciplines will be presented. 

The second aspect, which is missing in the performing arts community, is the existence of a group that 
explores anci combines many different art forms and focuses this intersection into multi-media 
performances. Another Language wishes to create this group, that will maintain the characteristics of a 
dance company as a ’base’ from which to develop the necessary concepts and ideas that will successfully 
lead to the melding of many artistic disciplines into one common language. 

One of the main interests of the company is to incorporate into the creative developments, an interface 
between technological and humanistic concepts. This can be achieved by the integration of film, video, 
audio, computer, other equipment and ideas into the company’s creative process.
